Teatlmony of the Supcrlnteiideiit of 
Uie NuvhI Ariidciiiy Where Mue 
l«y'i» History \Vu» to Have Brcu 
TextBouk-Otber WltueMes 



Washington, Oct. 8.— AfUr the nsu 
al preliminaries In the Bbhiey naval 
court of inquiry, Lieutenant C. W. Dy^ 
BOD, of the bureau of eteam engineer- 
ing of the navy department, was re 
called to continu.' his tt'Stlraony re 
gardlng the coal supply of Adniiia 
Schley's flying sciuadion at the time 
of its arrival off Santiago harbor, u^a.y 
U, 1198. He wa« brought in at the 
Instance of Admiral Bchley'a counsel 
for the purpose of giving further tea 
timony concerning the availability of 
the coal supply in charging the ene- 
my. Commander Ulchard Walnwright 
was the principal witness of the day 

Following him Bristol, Orant and 
Potts, watch offlcers on various ves 
sels of the American fleet uly 3, when 
the naval engagement off Santiago 
was fought, were on the list of wit 
ntH.ses. It has been the desire of th( 
court to secure as much testimony as 
possible from the men whose special 
duty it was to keep a lookout and 
these three officers were summoned 
to gratify this wish. 

There was special Interest in Cap 
tain Walnwright 8 testimony because 
of his prominent identification with 
the Spanish war and also because of 
the fact that he is now superintendent 
of the naval academy at Annapolis. 
During the summer of 18U8 Waln- 
wright commanded the converted 
yacht Gloucester, which played a con 
splcuous part In the campaign against 
the Spaniarda. In the battla Jaly.S 
his vessel occupied a position on the 
extreme right of the American column 
to the east of the Indiana, and when 
the Spanish torpedo boats Pluton and 
Kuror came out of the harbor he at 
tacked them fearlessly and aided in 
their destruction. He also was an ob 
server, though at a distance, of the 
battle between the big ships of the 
two fleets. 

Engines Not Coupled. 

Lieutenant Dyson was asked 
"What does the Brooklyn's ateam log 
show as to the number of engines 
coupled up and the boilers in use 
July 3, IS'JS, us compared with the to- 
tal engine and holler power of the 
vessel?" The reply was: "Brooklyn 
has four main engines, two to eaxh 
shaft, connected together by coupUng. 
She has seven boilers, five main and 
two auxiliaries. The morning of July 
3 both forward enginef, were uneou 
pled; there were banked fines under 
three of the main boilers. The other 
boilers were what we call 'dead.' no 
ateam In them. Judging from the 
time it toolc to start fires In these boil- 
ers after the SpanlsTi fleet came out of 
the harbor, I should say the furnace 
was not even primed and two of the 
boilers bad to be run up to the sea 
Bteaming level. It took from 9:35 to 
10 o'clock to start fires." In response 
to other questions witness detailed 
from the log of the Brooklyn all that 
was done on that vessel to get up 
speed. Mr. Rayner asked if it was not 
necessary to stop the ship to couple 
the uncoupled engines, and the wit- 
ness replied that the ship could have 
been kept going with one engine while 
the other was coupled. The engines 
were designed, he said, to be kept 
coupled during war. Discussing the 
speed of the various vessels of the 
fleet July 8, witness said the On 
gon got up a speed about equal to the 
Brooklyn that day, notwithstanding 
that on her trial trip Brooklyn made 
over 21 knots to the Oregon's 17 knots. 
He called attention to the fact that 
the New York had made 16 or 17 
knots speed the day of the battle 
In response to questions from Captain 
Parker, he said ftie New York had not 
her engines coupled the day of the 
^t,tle and that the Brooklyn had 
made all the speed necessary. 
HodflgMi nac^lkMl. 
After Lieutenant Dyaon was exeus 
ed. Lieutenant Commander Hodgson 
was recalled for the purpose of cor 
rectlng errors in his testimony as 
printed In the ofllclal record. He took 
oocasloo to clhADI^ iooie oif the Jab- 
guage of Us previotM iMtiBony. One 
of these changes was made in re- 
eponse to the questions asked as to 
why he had designated as "a liar and 
a blackguard," the editor of a news- 
paper which had originally printed the 
alleged colloquy between hlmaelf and 
Commodore Schley. He said he de- 
Hired to alter the reply he gave to the 
question. He then said: "1. of course, 

am very sorry I ever so far forgot my- 
self as to WTlVb a letter containing 
such Intemperate language. It was 
not written exactly for publication 
but under great provocation at the 
time. In that letter I 41d not accuse 
the newspaper of Ijrlag for printing I 



that statement. In fact. It was to ab 
solve It from lying that I gave the 
paper authority to use my name for 
the correctness of the gist of that 
statement. The lying wa|i in the mat 
ter that the conaodart diavlayed 
such trepidation and cowardice on the 
Brooklyn the day of the battle that he 
ran from the Spaniards and took tlie 
Brooklyn to the southward and away 
from the flght in order to detract from 
the credit of the fame of the commo- 
dore in that battle; that they wished 
also to detract from the credit of all 
the oMeera of the Brooklyn on ac 
count of the glorious part she took in 
that day's fight. It was words to that 
extent that I characterized as lying. 
There was no lying in that colloquy, 
unless a man stuck to the verbal cor 
rectness of the words. So I did not 

characterize the paper as a liar for 
printing that colloquy." 

Lieutenant Commander Hodgson 
being excused, , Commander Wain 
Wright was called. Captain Lemly be 
gan his examination by drawing from 
witness the fact that he had been a 
member and latterly senior member 
of the board whic h had ofllcially act- 
ed In making the chart showing the 
positions of the American and Span 
ish ships at Santiago. He said: 
"When I reported as sentM* member 
the board of navigators had a sketch- 
ed chart with the number of the po 
sitions sketched on it, starting at dif- 
ferent points, first when the ships 
came out and afterwards when they 
went ashore. Each navigator as near 
as possible would put the position of 
his ship at that time. There was a 
great deal of discussion as lo the rela- 
tive positions. Of course it was im- 
possible to get any position by bear- 
ings and there was nothing about the 
relative positions. We also knew that 
the distances in the chart were some- 
what incorri'cf. and the final decision 
of the board was to reconcile each one 
as near as possible, but none of the 
positions was considered axact The 
impossibility of fotttng bearings even 
if we had a corrwit •lur^ was absent, 
but it gave a general Idea of the posi- 
tions of »lie vessels during that battle. 
Mr. Kayner asked if It was true, as it 
bad been officially stated, that the re- 
ported positions were assigned from 
'bearings." Witness repltet taat tbo 
itatement was Incorrect, that they 
were established by estimated bear- 
ings. Most of the positions were, he 
said, fixed by discussions among the 
navigators constituting the board, al- 
though Captain Chadwick was before 
the board. The navigators had oon^ 
the best they could in placing 'he vus- 
sels and had made it as nearly cor- 
rect as possible, so long after the en- 
gagement, as had beei stated by the 
board. Asked by Mr. Rayner about 
the places assipud m the Brooklyn 
and the Texas while the former vessel 
was making her loop, Commander 
Walnwright said he did not consider 
them correct. "For mysoif,"' Ik: sau), 
"I was never satisfied with the places 
assigned. It was the best we ':ould 
do to get all the members of the 
board to sign ih*i report" 

"Who, In addition to youraelf, was 
not satisfied?" asked Mr. Rayner. "I 
would not like to say," responded the 
witness. "I know that the navigator 
of the Texas was not, for one. 1 tbini: 
that none was satisfied except the 
navigator of the Brooklyn, tad I don't 
know that he was." 

"But notwithstanding you were all, 
including the navigator of the Brook- 
lyn, dissatisfied, you signed the le- 
portr "That la corrtet" 

Commander Walnwright said that 
fn making the chart ail the menibors 
of the board were at liberty to con- 
tribute whatever data they had or 
make whatever arguments they might 
desir«. He also said the c^art was a 
compromise of opinion. In rosponso 
to further questions witness w 
he did not see the Brooklyn the 
day of the battle of Santiago. 

Questions were put by the court 
and answered as follows: "Were the 
positions of the ships as shown on the 
chart in question obtained from te•t^ 
mony taken by the board, or from a 
general discussion by the members of 
the board?" Almost entirely by gen- 
eral discussion by the members of 
the board?" "Almost entirely by gen- 
Captaia Cook asfMrad and discussed 
the matter with the board." 

"From the position of the Qlonces- 
ter at the commencement of the bat- 
tle of July 3, couia you see both the 
Brooklyn and Texas?"

New York. Oct 8.--It is sUted that 
after an exhaustive Investigation cov 
erlng every phase of the case, United 
States Attorney Henry L. Burnett ha.s 
written an opinion and filed his con 
elusion showing that the reports oi 
so-called "silk frauda" in the custom 
bouse In this city wei% greatly exag 
gerated. Several weeks ago. It was 
feared the amounts lost to tlie govern- 
ment might run into the millionii. Tlit 
collector of customs, however, acting 
upon legal advice, has declined to 
seise the merchandise covered by in 
voice No. 14,Se7, which invoice was 
returned by the appraiser as fraudu 
lent. After an investigntion of the 
circumstances surrounding this cisi 
it is the opinion of the collector and 
the experts of hia oBce that the 
charge of fraudulent Intent cannot b 
sustained. Therefore the goods at 
not subject to seizure, and this being 
the only (;uestion presented in regaru 
to the invoice the entry will be Iqul- 
dated in regular course. Invoice No. 
14,367, which was submitted with all 
the evidence of the United States at- 
torney, was regarded by the coilect-jr 
as one of the strongest cases against 
the importers.

behalf of Miss Stone, the American 
missionary who waa captured by Bul- 
garian bandits. A sum of money has 
been forwatded by the agency of the 
cable to Spencer Eddy, the United 
States secretary of legation at pon- 
Btantlnople, who has shown remark- 
able energy and ability in unearthing 
the ramifications of the plot which re- 
sulted in the kidnaping of Miss Stone. 
There Is little doubt that the Turkish 
goveriinieni has done all it could be 
expet t( d to co to run down the band- 
Its, and what is now to be done is to 
secure similar aotlon on the part of 
the Bulgarian government, and tu 
that end Influences more potent with 
the Slav races than that of the I'nin d 
States government are now ut work. 
Should these measures fall, !hen the 
ransom money must be paid, ana tUat 
la why Mr. Eddy has been placed in 
poBsession of this powerful auriimr 
The state department officials depre 
cate most earnestly newspaper dis- 
cussion of the measures It is taking In 
Miss Stone's bt half, claiming it is be- 
ing greatly embarrassed in Its eifdrts 
by such publications. Consequently 
the oflldals refuse to give any infor- 
mation concerning tbe case beyond 
merely negative statement that they 
have not been informed of the report- 
ed extension of one month to the tlm.- 
allowed for the ransom of Miss Stone.

Freight Train and ISagioe Meet and 
Kill Four TralmneB. 

Utica. N. Y,, Oct S— One of the 
worst wrecks in tlie history of the Mo- 
hawk division of the New York Cen- 
tral and Hudson HIver railroad oc- 
curred in the village of Orlskany, sev- 
en miles west of this city. Four rail- 
road men were killed in the wreck 
and one was injured. The killed: 
Spencer Shannon of Schenectady, en- 
gineer; (Jeorge Palmerton of Rens- 
selaer, fireman; William Wler of Al- 
bany, brakeman; Argyle ' ilth of 
Renesselaer, fireman. James ager of 
Albany was Injured, but not seriously. 

An rastbound freight engine collid- 
ed with a light engine which was 
crossing from one track to another, 
thus causing the wreck. The crash 
was terrific and In an Inatant all four 
of the New York Central tracks w«ra 
completely blocked. Palmerton and 
Wler of the freight engine were bad 
ly scalded but thfir bodies were not 
nuitilatud Shannon was pinioned un- 
der the boiler head of his engine and 
considerable excavating was necessary 
to extricate him. Argyle Smith, fire- 
man of the light engine was found un- 
der the boiler. 

Engineer Hager of 'he light eagine 
was hurltd through th<; Islnuow of :he 
cab of bis engine aud across a ditch, 
but landed safely. 

Another Wreck. 
Mlddlesboro. Ky., Oct. 8.— A wreck 
on the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road at Wasioto. Ky.. seven miles 
aorth of here, resulted In the death of 
Engineer James Shumate of Mlddles- 
boro. James Hale, braknuiiti. was per- 
haps fatally injured. John Cooper 
was slightly bruised. The wreck was 
caused by a cross tie being placed jn 
the track. A man was arrested at 
Wasioto charged with the crime. It 
is said he was an enemy of Shumatea. 

Powers Trial Begun. 
Georgetown, Ky., Oct .8— The aec- 

ond trial of ex-Secretary of State 
Caleb Powers as accessory to the 
murder of Cloviu imr Goebel began 
Tuesday. Judge Cantriil read the af- 
fidavit filed by the prisoner's attor- 
neys setting forth "the alleged par- 
tisanship of the court, that the julge 
Is a candidate for senator ana det, .y 
prejudiced against the defendant per- 
sonally us well as politically, etc." 
Commonwealth's Attorney Franklin 
argued that tbe affidavit was not with- 
in the law. He said the aflldavlt was 
a mere recitation of the prisoner's con- 
clusions and opinions over his inaoll- 
Ity to get a fair trial. Colonel Camp- 
bell delivered a bitter speech against 
those who thus reflected on the court. 
Judge Cantriil refused to vacate the 
bench, saying that the affidavit 
should have been filed before the 
Judge had taken any action in he 
case. He refused lo ilisc uss the sec- 
tions of tlir aflldavit which lelated to 
himself, but denied that tbe Jury in 
the former trial had been unfairly 
chosen. The defense and the common- 
wealth th en proceeded with the trial. 

Two More dead Feudists. 

Mlddlesboro, Ky., Oct 8.— William 
Morgan and Ross Chadwell, wounded 
In Sunday's fighting at Talon Baptist 
church near Big Springs, Va., have 
died. This makes six dead from lhat 
feudal encounter. A large party, 
headed by Bud Chadwell. Len Chad- 
well and Joe Dooley, have left Mld- 
dlesboro armed with Winchesters to 
Join the Chadwell forces. It is gi ii 
erally believed that serious results 
will soon follow. Arms and ammuni- 
tion are being secured from surround- 
ing towns. Tho ChadwallB, It la aald, ' 
have ordered a wagonload of arms 
from Knoxville, Tenn. Augustus 
Morgan, 80, father of the Morgaa boys, 
Is endeavoring to bring about peace 
between the factions. As he Is well 
liked by the Chadwells, his efforts 
mayi^ successful. 

''Missing Man Tur.ies Up. 
Denver, Oct. 8.— Word has been re- 
ceived la this city from J. O. Lancas- 
ter, tha vaMthy Oawsoa City mer- 
chant «ha dMappaarad from his hotel 
In Seattle over a year ago. Mrs. Fey 
ton, a sister of Lancaster, received a 
letter from him dated at Beaumont, 
Tex., and saying he would arrive in 
Denver shortly oa his way ta Call- 
fomia to Jeta his family. Laaeaater 
attributes his aotloa in ieavlBg leattle 
to mental and physical collapse. He 
says that be remembers only that he 
wanted to find quiet and rest.

There 
Is widespread condemnation of the 
government for allowing such free- 
dom to the Macedonian coBuattee as 
to enable it tu engineer the outrage. 

Miss atone resided here before sh;! 
went to Salonica and she is weil 
known throughout the country. The 
patriotic Bulgarlana are incenaed. as 
they recognise that Miss Stone and 
her colleagues of the American mis- 
sion in Bulgaria and Macedonia have 
been th<'ir best friend.s throughout 
tbe troubles. There is no lack of in- 
dications that Prince Ferdinand is im- 
perilling his own position by permit- 
ting such license to the committee as 
to enable ft to blackmail people In 
support of tbe Macedonian cause. 

Consul General Dickinson, when 
here on his way to Solla from Con- 
stantinople, thought it probable that 
If the brigands understood from head- 
quarters that the ransom could not be 
paid they would release Miss Stone, 
as tbe Macedonian cause would BOt 
ha helped by murder of the woman. 

Captured Brigano's Story. 
Paris, Oct. S. — X letter received by 
the Havas agency from Salonica, da^- 
ed Ort. 4, says: "The American con- 
sul here has Just received orders to 
make the arrangements with the gov- 
ernor of the payment of the ransom of 
.Miss Stone. The United Stales w:ll 
advance the money, afterwaid settling 
with Turkey.
